respect. We admire and appreciate any 
veneration of the Constitution short of a 
belief in its complete infallibility; we be- 
lieve in the infallibility of its fundamental 
| principles, but in matters of detail of ad- 
ministration, and in the means adopted for 
the purpose of putting its principles into 
practice, we believé there is room for 
great improvement. Aan illustration given 
by Mr. STERNE, upon this point, is very 
striking. ‘‘Let us,” says he, ‘“‘suppose 
each of the framers of our Constitution to 
be as great a genius in politics as Watt 
and FuitTon were in mechanics—what 
would become of a manufacturer at the 
present day who would use the steam-en- 
gine of the one, or the captain who should 
run the steamboat of the other, in compe- 
tition with the last modern mechanical im- 
provement? He would bein the bank- 
ruptey court in a month; and yet this is 
precisely what we do in politics.” The 
work from which this quotation is taken* 
was written to point out one such imper- 
fection in our administration of represen- 
tative government, and to recom- 
mend one such iinprovement, an 
improvement, however, not of his own 
The defect pointed out by him, 
and which he seeks to remedy, is, that our 
Government is not “representative,” that 
is, it is not representative of the whole peo- 


devising.

was there a man to speak for the minority, 

though in some districts the minority party 
were only six votes weaker than the major- 
ity. Another district had only 18 major- 
ity, another only 28, and several ‘only 100. 

In some districts where two or three mem- 

bers were elected, as high as 18,000 votes 
were cast, the successful party not having 
over 500 or 600 majority to elect their can- 
didates. From 1854 to 1868, with the ex- 
ception of one year, the Democrats had 
scarcely a representative on the floor of 
either branch of the Legislature north of 
the capital, and the Republicans had 
scarcely a representative south of the cap- 
ital. The two parties met at Springfield 
representing complete sections. In the 
Democratic end of the State there were 
100,000 disfranchised Republicans in effect 
unrepresented, or still worse, misrepre- 
sented. North of this line there were 
between 80,000 and 90,000 Demo- 
crats that never had a man 
to speak for them or vote for them in that 
entire period of sixteen years.” Add to all 
this manifest injustice the further evils al- 
most necessarily attendant upon party di- 
vision and party discipline, where men 
vote not so much for what they believe to 
be right as for what they believe will 


selves to one party or the other, some of 
whose tenets they detest, for the sake of 
promoting the success of principles which 
they can advance in no other way; add the 
evils flowing-from men’s thus habitually 
sinking their independence, thus lacing 
their free will and free thought into the 
straight-jacket of party discipline; add 
also the loss to national life and national 
activity from men of unquestionable 
ability and integrity, but of more inde- 
pendent or prouder spirit, withholding 
themselves entirely from political attairs— 
consider all these things—and electoral re- 
form, & true and thorough reform, pre- 
sents a field wide enough to satisfy the 
ambition, and a task difficult enough to 
appall the heart of the most ardent and 
stoutest reformer.
